When a vacancy existed 
the Governor would appoint, but 
only with the consent of the ma¬ 
jority of a committee consisting 
of the Chief Justice of the Su¬ 
preme Court, a Justice of the 
District Court of Appeal (a di¬ 
vision of the Supreme Court) and 
the Attorney-General. Therefore, 
the two Justices would select the 
appointee for the Governor, and 
thus choose their cahdidate for 
the vacancy. 

In order to induce the public 
to pass the measure, the group 
of lawyers who Invented it, in¬ 
cluded a provision that after four 
to six years in office the Justice 
so appointed would go on the 
ballot for rejection or confirma¬ 
tion. But this provision is a mere 
subterfuge, as the Justice would 
not be opposed on the ballot and 
would be practically certain to 
remain in office. 

Amendment No. 14 is an al¬ 
most identical plan applicable to 
the Superior Courts of Los An¬ 
geles County. 

Proposed Amendment No. 15 
would divide Los Angeles County 
into judicial districts, on the 
ward politics plan. Each judge 
would have to be the political 
boss of his district.

GOVERNMENT SPENDS 

$17,000,000 A DAY 


Federal spending is now rol¬ 
licking along at $17,000,000 a day 
and has been at this clip for 
the last 114 days—a total of 
more than two billion dollars for 
the first quarter of the fiscal 
year. 

Tax collectors, too, showed a 
sharp climb for the quarter, ac¬ 
cording to official Treasury fig¬ 
ures, but the federal collectors 
touched” the taxpayers for less 
dan half as much as the Gov¬ 
ernment spent during the same 
period, which means that the 
agents will be seeing the citizens 
later for the difference. Collec¬ 
tions for the quarter reached 
$804,878,165, an incrase of $191,* 
619,187 over the corresponding 
quarter last year.

It should be remembered that 
the courts have the power to an¬ 
nul the acts of the Lsgislature, 
and that the safety of a democ¬ 
racy is largely dependent upon 
the composition of its courts. 
While the people are occasionally 
mistaken in their judges, the 
fundamental value of the elective 
system for judges outweighs all 
other considerations. Mistakes 
could be made by the committee 
of justices. 

Those who are interested in 
the proposed acts, argue that the 
people are not qualified to choo e 
their judges. Ytt the same argu¬ 
ment could be advanced as to 
the Governor or members of the 
Legislature. By taking the unre¬ 
stricted power of appointment to 
fill vacancies from the Governor, 
who is responsible to the people, 
and placing it in the hands of a 
committee of justices, the bench 
would become self-selective and 
self-perpetuating, and political 
log-rolling for judicial office 
would involve our highest courts 
and Justices. 

Certain minor changes should 
be made in judicial selection, but 
the proposed measures are funda¬ 
mentally un-American and un¬ 
sound.

"While advertisers have short¬ 
ened hours and raised wages, 
thus adding to overhead to aid 
recovery, they have at the same 
time too often attempted to pro¬ 
mote the sale of low-priced goods 
on which there can be little, if 
any, margin of profit. Too few 
of them have used advertising 
to perform one of its most im¬ 
portant functions—that of creat¬ 
ing an atmosphere of confidence 
and prestige built upon merchan¬ 
dise of quality and worth. 

"Used properly, local news¬ 
paper advertising remains poten¬ 
tially as resultful as ever it was 
Any number of successful mer¬ 
chandise promotions carried on 
during the past four years prove 
this statement. Newspapers have 
suffered hardly any loss in their 
circulations; in fact, in many in- 1 
stances circulations have in¬ 
creased while advertising rates 
for the most part have re¬ 
mained constant since 1930. ItI 
can also be proved that reader j 
interest in newspapers has been: 
greatly intnsified in recent years | 
because of the character of cur¬ 
rent evnts rported by the news-I 
papers.”

LILLY PLANTING SEASON 

BEGINS IN NOVEMBER 

T HERE are many hardy va¬ 
rieties of lilies available on 
the Pacific coast. Indeed there 
are lilies for most every climate, 
including the Regale, Auratum, 
Rubrum, Tigrinum, Album and 
Giganteum, all of which may be 
growrn where the winters are 
mild, and the summers hot. 

To this list may be added 
Henryi, Magnificum, Melpomne, 
rnd others, which grow luxuriant¬ 
ly in the higher altitudes with 
•ore severe winters, and there is 
>nsiderable rainfall. 

The Madonna Lily (Lilium 
Candidum) usually opens the lily 
planting season. This lily should 
be planted only to a depth of 
three to four inches, while most 
other lilies like a deeper plant¬ 
ing. 

From November to spring is 
the planting season for lilies. The 
mo 3 t desirable location in the 
garden where the sun will strike 
the plant for a few hours in the 
morning is preferable to after¬ 
noon sun.
